Though Conzervation has been argu-
ed in America Tor the lust ten or fif-
teen years, It Is only lately that the
people of the United States have
come to the full realization of jis
vital slgnlticance, At # recent Gov-
ernors' meeting Washington,

consuming from three to four times
a8 miuch tintber a8 the forest-
growth can restore.” The conserve
Ing of our fore i lmplles three re-
quisltes—the protection and preser-

vation of the living trees, the saving
and using of those left to decay
and the economical use of all lum-
ber.

“In the protection and preservation
of human Interests, trecs are of the
most vital hmportance, The
tating spring floods at Pittsburg are
due to an inadequate npumber of
trees upon the Appulachian slopes
Agaln because of the lack of forests,
the Mississippi river Is estimated to
be yoeurly transporting twlce as
much sediment as Is belng excavated
from the Panama Canal. Although
it Is needless to enumerate the many

chlorlde. This proved such a suc-
vess that by nineteen hundred eight,
twelve of our large rallroads were
operating wood-preserving plants of
their own, The wood may be of
poor guality, and when thus treat-
éd, lasts from two to tliree times as
long as previously, During the last
few yenrs the Pennsylvania Rall-
rond has reserved several thousand
acres of forest land, In  order to
meet their future demands for tim-|
ber. |

fmportant vses of lumber and bark, |

we fail to comprehend the ultimate
fatality of this stupendous consump-
tion. From Gifford Pinchot we learn
that if the present rate of consump-
tion continues, “'& single generation'’
will suffice to completely exhaust
our vast lumber resources. Two of
the worst enmemles with which the
forest preserver has to contend are
the wasteful lumber corporations,
and the ruinous forest-fires. Some
of the opponents to forest conserva-
tlon have the Ildea that the reserva-
tion of National Forest constitutes
their exclusion from public use.
On the contrary they are open to
prospective miners, settlers, cattle
and gheep herders, who will abey the
forestry laws. Also the involved
counties derive ten per cent. of the
total receipts from these several
uses,

“At the present time the govern-
ment I8 the most extensive forest
conserver in the United States. A
recent report from the Bureau of
Forestry showed one
million acres of forest lands under
governmental supervigion, The pro-
tection and regulation of these [m-
mense tracte necessitates the em-
ployment of experimentnl forest-
rangers, These men receive a practl-
cal training in ecientifice forestry,
either in stote universities, or In
speclal forestry schools. Upon grad-
uation they are immediately assigned
to a distriet in which to commence
their duties. The latter are almost
innumerable, but their prinelpnl
tasks are the periodlc burning of the
brush after a light snow-fall, the
sclentific cutting of the older trees,
and the discovery and preventlon
of forest fires, To accomplish the
lutter, they perform gentinel duty
from the highest point Ih thelr re-
spective  domalns. As an aid In
summoning the assistance of other
rangers, telephone communleation
hns been provided in all the reser-
vations, Another governmental
method of conservation s the tree
nurseries, where the seeds are plant-
ed apd the sprouts ralsed until
ready for transplantation. The rall-
roads practice etlll other forms,
which are a great help, They find
It necessary to buy enormous quanti-
ties of timber in the shape of cross-
ties.
